The laft communications from 


Dutch journal* down to the 6th inft. an i 
French to the mSth ult. 
By thefe wc lear» . 
th»t thé TY R A N T haa carried his menitcv 
ièto execution with refpeft to the ilì fated 
kingdora of Naples* which countryr it ip* , 
pears, has been compelled to fubmit to the 
iron yoke of tfcat Iiideoua monfter, the mili­ 
tary defpotifm, mifnamed the Imperial Go* 
vtrnment of Francei . 


Joleph Bonaparte« the Uforper** eldeft 
brotfitr, who ia faid to be deAined to fucceed 
the Royal Dynafty of the Neapolitan Kings« , 
by afcending the throne of H»plear h«s *d* 
vanced with an immenfe Fre^nch army to thal 
capital, which, with the fortrefiTes of Pefcar»« 
Gaeta, and Caplins, furrendered, after t fee* 
ble refinance on the 13th of February, andi 
On the 16th a grand mafs waa celebrated bp 
Cardinal Roffo. 


Prior to the entrance of the enemy’s troopa 
into th t above unfortunate country« the King 
and Royal family had eifcAed their retreat 
to Sicily. So f»y the private accounts* Tbo 
papera however Hate» that the ve fiel whicb 
carried theQoecn had been by advetfe winda 
driven on the coaft of Naples, and that her 
Mrtjrily had fallen into the hands of the com« 
mon enemies of the human tace« Such, in. 
deed, is the prefent degraded Date of th« 
French prefs. and thebafe degeneracy of tlio 
Gallic nation, that inftead of commiserating 
the misfortunes of a virtuous and bltpteia 
female* the Moniteur, the tyrant's official 
mouth-piefce, (loops tp the molt vulgar leur« 
rility againll the àboye iÌluftrious Vrincefs. 


Evefp per fun throughout Europe, wltofe 
bofcm glows with humantty, end if ho feelo 
the impulle of common honefty, mu ft deteft 
alike the Imperial robber« and the unprinci­ 
pled pundcri of hi» villainy. 


It is the general belief upon tbe continent 
that the,tyrant will not be fatisfied, until he 
lias effeâed the entité fub|ugatton of all tho 
States, and èftahliihed umvrrful dominion, 
in his own perfon, throughout continental 
Europe^ or at leaft until they are reduced to 
mere Vi ceroy^lties, fubjeét to his will and

Jofeph Bonaparte, the Ufurper’i eldeft 
brother, who is Caid to be deftined to fuccecd 
the Royal Dynafly of the Neapolitan Kings, 
by amending the throne of Naples, has ad* 
sauced with an immenfe French army to that 
capital, which, with the fortrcffes of Ptfcara, 
Gaeta, and Caplins, lurrendered, after a fee* 
hie refinance on the 13th of February, and 
on the 16th a grand mal* waft celebrated by 
Cardinal RoflTo. 
Viior to the entrance of the enemy’s troops 
into the above unfortunate country, the King 
and Royal family had riTe&cd their retreat 
to Sicily.
